1 . New independent claim 43 presents new issues since, contrary to the Applicant's position, it is not a former claim 31 rewritten 
into independent form, at least in part, because for example limitations of intervening claim 30: "the fuse element includes a first end, a 
second end, and a plurality of weak spots having a reduced cross section" now appear in the preamble of said claim 43. Had said claim 
31 been strictly rewritten into independent form, these limitations would have appeared in the body of the claim.
